Numerous reasons have been responsible for the delay in publica¬ 
tion of the YOUTH. However, indications are that from now on the 
magazine will be appearing more regularly. 

Last month we had a fairly comprehensive account, of the East¬ 
ern Diocesan Convention which was held in Toronto. If you remem¬ 
ber, a considerable amount of time was spent in discussing the 
YOUTH magazine, and some very worthwhile suggestions were 
made. We would like to congratulate the U.C.Y. of the Eastern 
Diocese for the great interest they are showing in our official organ 
and for their tremendous increase in sbscribers over the past year. 
In one year, the subscriptins to YOUTH from the Eastern Diocese 
have multpilied over twenty times. This is the greatest increase of 
any Diocese in Canda. However, other groups in Canada are also 
responding admirably and last month we actually passed the 600 
mark in the number of subscribers. This is almost double what we 
started off with three years ago. There is, however, one phase which 
has declined considerably. Our Press Fund contributions during 
this year are at an all time low. 

There are two immediate problems facing the YOUTH. The 
first of course, is to increase the number of subscribers and to make 
the magazine self-sufficient. We are confident that all U.C.Y. groups 
in Canada will co-operate with us in this respect. 

The second problem is also a pertinent one and has to do with 
the quality of our publication. Your editor is the first to express 
dissatisfaction with quality but he alone cannot remedy the situation. 
As long as the position of editor is only a part time task it will be 
impossible to do the necessary research in order to bring about a 
larger variety and a better quality of articles. The Eastern Diocese 
made several worthwhile suggestions in this regard and encouraged 
individual contributions of articles to the YOUTH. We would be 
very happy to see this happen. We would like to receive articles on 
various phases of Ukrainian culture and history as well as about our 
own Ukrainian Catholic Rite. Pertinent problems of young people 
would also be appreciated. However, one person cannot do these 
things. If every U.C.Y. member regarded the YOUTH as his own 
publication and took it upon himself to write at least one article, 
we would really have a huge selection to choose from. Reports of 
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local activities are also required. Every U.C.Y. local has numerous 
talks given to its members throughout the year. Some of the more 
inspiring and pertinent talks would make wonderful reading material. 
We would also like to see every U.C.Y. local featured on the cover 
of our magazine at some time. Our Personality of the Month feat¬ 
ure is also begging for articles. 

From time to time we receive an occasional letter complaining 
about not receiving the magazine. We certainly appreciate these 
letters because we have no intention of depriving anyone of his just 
due. However, errors do happen and we like to hear about them. 
Every month we get close to a dozen returned copies of YOUTH. In 
some cases, the stickers with the address had slipped off. In the 
majority of cases, though the wrong address had been given. When¬ 
ever any copies are returned to us because of the reason mentioned, 
it costs us twice as much to get the magazines back than it costs us to 
mail them. Naturally we would like to remedy this situation. If you 
know of anyone who has not been receiving his copy of YOUTH 
regularly, please let us hear about it. Within the next week, our 
mailing list will be revised to include all recent changes and additions. 
If any local would like to receive a list of subscribers from its area 
we will be glad to do so. Should any Diocese wish to receive a list 
of subscribers within its boundaries we will do so within a few days of 
receiving the request. We urge that this offer be accepted as it will 
be of help in finding out how well the YOUTH is being supported in 
different areas. 

Another matter which has probably caused considerable annoy¬ 
ance to many of our YOUTH supporters is the fact that correspnd- 
ence hasn’t been answered within the last three months. The press¬ 
ure of work had made it impossible for your editor to do so and for 
this he expresses his sincere apology. However, correspondence will 
be attended to during the first two weeks of July. 

The YOUTH will appear again within a month and contributions 
for the following issue should be in our hands by July 15. Although 
many U.C.Y. clubs are temporarily suspended during the summer 
mouths we sincerely hope that the YOUTH will not be forgotten.

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Mary, Queen of Ukrainians 


Throughout history the Ukrainian 
people have been noted for a fer¬ 
vent devotion to the Blessed Moth¬ 
er beginning with the introduction 
of Christianity in the Ukraine dur¬ 
ing the tenth century and continu¬ 
ing until the present day. Often we 
bewail the fact that the history of 
the Ukraine has been so tragic. 
True, our people have had much to 
suffer from various tyrants and to¬ 
day perhaps Ukraine is suffering 
more severely than ever from the 
ungodly torments of Communism. 
But let us examine the situation 
from another point of view. Prob¬ 
ably most of us, although we are 
still in our youth, have already dis¬ 
covered that often God sends us 
blessings in disguise. What at the 
time we consider a heavy cross 
later proves to be the best thing 
that could have happened. 

In our national life the same fact 
can apply. When we come to the 
conviction that man was put on 
earth to know, love, and serve God 
and hence be eternally happy with 
Him in heaven, events, historical 
or otherwise, take on a completely 
new value. We receive the knowl¬ 
edge of man’s purpose in life while 
children — thanks to our God-lov¬ 
ing parents but it is only by being 
tempered in life and by life that 
this knowledge is strengthened in¬ 
to the convicition of an adult. Our 
people through all their trials have 
not only maintained but also deep¬ 
ened their faith that God, and in 
particular through the intercession 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, would 
eventually answer the fervent pray¬ 


er that one day all Ukrainians 
would become a free nation united 
in the worship of God. Surely the 
graces obtained by our fore-fath¬ 
ers and our fellow Ukrainians suf¬ 
fering or who have laid down their 
lives in the defence of our faith 
will aid us living in a free country 
in doing our share in the striving 
for the perfection of the Mystical 
Body of Christ. 

Briefly, let us review the extent 
of devotion to the Blessed Mother 
throughout Ukrainian history. 
After accepting Christianity for 
the Ukraine in 988, Vladimir the 
Great married Anne, the sister of 
the Emperor of Byzantium. Anne 
was a pious Christian who took 
with her to the new Christian land 
of her husband an icon of the 
Blessed Mother. On arriving at her 
new home legend tells us that Anne 
consecrated to the protection of 
the Mother of God the royal family, 
the palace, and the whole Ukrain¬ 
ian nation. This was the first act of 
such a dedication in the Ukraine. 
There must be much truth in this 
legend because since that time the 
Ukrainian people have never failed 
to invoke Mary in the joys or 
tribulations of personal or national 
life. In 990 Vladimir the Great 
built the Church of the Assumption 
of the Blessed Mother for which 
one-tenth of the national revenue 
was spent. The fact that most of 
the beautiful churches in the Uk¬ 
raine have been named for the 
Blessed Mother is evidence of the 
love of our people for the Heaven¬ 
ly Queen. 
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In 1037 Yaroslav the Wise on the 
occasion of the blessing of the 
“Golden Gates” advocated Kiev, 
all the Ukrainian lands and people 
to the loving protection of the 
Queen of Heaven and simultaneous¬ 
ly proclaimed Her Queen of the 
Ukraine. This was the first time 
in WORLD history that a ruler of 
a nation symbolically subjected his 
secular authority to the Throne of 
the Heavenly Queen. 

The year 1223 saw the beginning 
of the invasion and eventual oc¬ 
cupation of the Ukraine by the 
Mongolian tribe, the Tartars. In 
order to ward off this new enemy 
young brave men in later years 
organized into groups and headed 
for the plains beyond the Dnipro 
rapids to establish a fortress called 
Zaporoze. These men were called 
Cossacks, a Tartar word meaning 
a brave youth. Their headquarters, 
Sitch, was consecrated to the Pro¬ 
tection of the Blessed Virgin and 
under the icon of the Blessed Vir¬ 
gin, the Protectress, painted on 
their banners the Cossacks went to 
battle. Every campaign regardless 
whether it was successful or not 
was concluded with the Moleben 
to the Blessed Mother during which 
they thanked Her for assistance 
and implored Her intercession for 
the peaceful repose of their fellow 
Cossacks who had paid the supreme 
sacrifice in the fight “for the 
Christian faith and the Ukraine”. 
These were great men who were 
fearless when facing the foe but 
who also showed child-like faith 
and humility before the supreme 
power of the Divine. 

In 1675 a strong force of Tartars 
and Turks had advanced to Volyn 
where they were about to launch 


an attack against the monastery 
in Pochaj. Since there was no one 
to defend the monastery against 
the imminent onslaught the monks 
turned with fervent petition to 
their only source of hope and assist¬ 
ance — Mary. A miracle happened! 
The Blessed Mother appeared, stood 
over the monastery, and protected 
it with her mantle. The infidels 
were so frightened by such a 
demonstration of Divine power 
that they lifted the seige and never 
again approached the monastery. 

The final destruction of the 
Sitch in 1775 brought to an end 
military activity for many long 
years. Only the disbanding of the 
military force brought about the 
cessation of the devotion to the 
Blessed Mother in military life. 
But the innate love of of the true 
Ukrainian soul for the Blessed 
Mother although subjected to in¬ 
numerable trials cannot be smoth¬ 
ered by them, but on the contrary, 
is enflamed with an even greater 
love. Mary continued then as She 
is still continuing to reign as Queen 
of Ukrainian hearts in the humble 
homes of our oppressed people. 

With the renewal of military 
activity in the embodiment of the 
Ukrainian Underground Army 
came the renewal of the traditional 
devotion to the Blessed Mother in 
military life. As if by a logical in¬ 
stinct the army was placed under 
the patronage of Mary. This brings 
us up to the most recent times of 
Communistic tyrany. We are assur¬ 
ed from various sources that the 
devotion to the Mother of God 
flourishes even though it is forced 
to do so clandestinely. Our people 
will always live believing that be¬ 
cause the Ukraine has had to suffer, 
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analogically walk the Way of the 
Cross to Calvary, she can con¬ 
fidently look forward to a brighter 
and better to-morrow—an Easter 
Sunday. A Good Friday must al¬ 
ways be followed by an Easter 
Sunday! Perhaps now we are just 
living through the link, Holy Sat¬ 
urday. 

We note that throughout all the 
major divisions of Ukrainian 
history Mary took a prominent 
role — during the glorious Kievan 
period, the atacks of the Mongolian 
infidels, the era of the Cossacks, 


the period of unresisted occupation, 
and in recent times through the 
martyrdom inflicted by the anti- 
Christian Communists. Such knowl¬ 
edge should serve as an incentive 
for us to be humbly proud that we 
are of this noble Ukrainian stock.. 

For a fuller account of this topic 
I recommend lloMHTaHHa BoroMaTepi 
b y>Kpai'Hi a pamphlet written by 
Dmitro Buchinsky. Much of the 
information contained in the fore¬ 
going was obtained from this 
source.

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Reds In The Church 

Fides news service from Rome reports that a series of directives 
have been issued ordering party members to “enter into the heart” of 
the Catholic and Protestant churches to bring about their destruction.

5. Contact all heads of the various schools and try and divide 
teachers and pupils. 

6. Take the initiative in every possible field of action and church 
institutions. 

7. Each cell will co-operate with the Communist party to deploy 
its forces through all sections of the Church. 

8. “Use the enemy (i.e. the Church) to destroy itself.” 

9. Discover weak points in the Church’s organization and foment 
contradictions. 

Fides made no comment on the “secret directives” but did observe 
these tactics are being carried out to the letter in Continental China- 

We can harly add much, the facts are obvious. It is noteworthy 
though that as usual the Legion of Mary, long recognized by the Reds 
as a direct enemy, is a special object for their cancerous tactics. May 
Our Lady of Lourdes and Our Perpetual Help wake us up, not to mere 
defense but to attack with the might of grace.

There is a secret to be opened in 
1960 ? The last secret of Fatima! 
Sister Lucy, to whom the secret was 
given by Our Lady of Fatima some 
40 years ago, said: “When the secret 
is revealed in 1960 — some will be 
glad, but many will be sad.’ 

THE THIRD SECRET 

This is probably the most heatedly 
discused question of all. And, in 
some ways, it’s the most intriguing 
since it involves mystery and spec¬ 
ulation and gives the widest range 
for the play of lively imaginations. 
Some of the details surrounding the 
“third secret” are clear and exact. 
Others are hazy; some are complete¬ 
ly wrong. 

Rt. Rev. Msgr. Charles A. Klau- 
der, pastor of St. John’s Church, 
Kenmore, N.Y. (champion of Our 
Lady of Fatima) after having been 
asked several times regarding this 
secret, answered with an article in 
his Sunday bulletin: 

In trying to arrive at an accurate 
picture of the matter, April Oursler 
Armstrong and her husband obtain¬ 
ed an interview with Bishop Dom 
Jose Alves Cordei a de Silva, who 
died recently. 

The Bishop had been closely as¬ 
sociated with Lucy since he became 
Bishop of Leiria in 1920| It was he 
who sent her to boarding school and 
later to the Dorothean Convent. It 
was he who set up the commission to 
investigate the truth of the apparit¬ 
ions. It was to him that Lucy en¬ 
trusted the one remaining secret. 
And it was to him the Armstrongs 
went seeking reliable information. 


Individuals who have already made 
up their minds about the secret 
doubtlessly will prefer their own 
speculations to the following details 
as divulged by Bishop Dom Jose: 

1. Lucy entrusted the third secret 
to him. 

2. There is only one copy. None 
has been sent to the Vatican. 

3. He hasn’t read the secret. 
Neither has the Holy Father. 

4. It is to be opened and released 
to the world at Lucy’s death 
or in 1960, whichever comes 
first. 

5. Despite all speculations to the 
contrary, no one but Lucy 
knows the contents of the 
secret. 

Hence, whether the secret will 
foretell the end of the world, 
whether it will predict the coming 
of anti-Christ or whether it will 
prophesy the destruction of civili¬ 
zation or its long-delayed return to 
God, is not known. 

What is known in that time of 
grace remains — a short time — in 
which the world will approach 
closer and closer to cataclysmic dis¬ 
integration or closer and closer to 
the Almighty. Time during which it 
wil either pray, do penance, and 
make reparation—or suffer a fate too 
horrible to contemplate. 

A few more months—then what ? 

It’s not really up to God or Mary 
or Lucy or Bishop Dom Jose. It’s up 
to you. Up to whether you finally 
believe what the Blessed Virgin said 
at Fatima. Whether you are going 
to amend your ways, do penance and 
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make reparation. Whether you are 
going to serve God with your life 
as well as your lips. 

What you do now can help deter¬ 
mine what and where and how you 
and the world will be in 1960. 

Finally, there is the simple state¬ 
ment by Sister Lucy, to whom the 
secret was given, that it will mean 
woe to some and joy to others. From 
all of this, you can see that perhaps 
your guess is as good as anybody’s as 
to what the secret actually con¬ 
tains; and that 1960 will be a decis¬ 
ive and momentous year for human¬ 
ity. Therefore, it should be obvious 
as to what we should do in the 
meantime: Continue to grant Our 
Lady’s requests as never before. Our 
prayers and sacrifices may have a 
great bearing on that all-important 
secret. 

Of this much we can be sure. Our 
Lady has promised “If my requests 
are granted, Russia will be convert¬ 
ed and there will be peace !” Do 
your part to help Our Lady bring 
about this promised conversion 
without the need of a Third World 
War. It can be done. If you will 
do your part, the secret may be a 
joyous one when it is opened in 
1960.

Eastern Diocesan Convention held 
in February was the formation of 
Deaneries. This is the first report 
submitted by the Executive on be¬ 
half of the Catholic Youth of the 
Deanery of Toronto. In Toronto 
the three existing clubs, St. Josa- 
phat’s UCY, Our Lady of Perpetual 
Hely UCY, and St. Basil’s UCY, 
form the Ukrainian Catholic Youth 
of the Deanery of Toronto. To form 
the executive of the Deanery two 
members from each local are sent as 
representatives of their respective 
clubs. The representatives are as 
follows. 

Jerry Truss, St. Basil’s Parish, 
chairman; Marie Kochan, Our Lady 
of Perpetual Help, Secretary; Peter 
Stasyna, Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help; Alex Romansky, St. Josa- 
hpat’s Cathedral; Orest Kociuba, St. 
Josaphat’s Cathedral; Don Boykach, 
St. Basil’s Parish. 

The function of the Deanery is to 
co-ordinate and to initiate joint 
activities of closely situated UCY 
clubs. As formerly, the individual 
clubs hold their regular club meet¬ 
ings but once a month a joint meet¬ 
ing is held of all the looals.
